Reports from Paradise say that 
Mrs. Tom Burnett, who was poisoned 
by drinking water from the well at 
her home about three weeks ago, is

recovered. 
An investigation proved 
that tile well had been poisoned, a 
quantity of arsenic having been put 
in the water, and it is the belief that 
Hie person responsible for the crime 
hoped to annihilate the Burnett fam­ 
ily. 
Mr. Burnett, his wife and one 
son, a daughter-in-law and grand­ 
child were the victims. 
One son did 
not drink any of the water. 
The 
night before the family were poisoned 
the Burnett store was destroyed by 
fire, and it is the opinion of a number 
of Paradise citizens that the burning 
of the store and the well poisoning 
have a connection. 
A report is out that certain people 
are suspicioned, but Messenger has 
not learned the names of the parties. 
The matter is being investigated, and 
the next grand ju ry will be called 
upon to sift the rum ors and reports, 
and arrests may follow the action of 
that body.

That political franchise has given 
to women a new sense of civic re­ 
sponsibility Is the opinion of many 
educators in Washington who watch 
carefully the progress made in new 
educational movements. 
The neighbor's league of America, 
a woman’s organization, has charged 
itself with seeing that foreign-born 


immigrant women receive the neces­ 
sary training to fit them for a useful 
life in the United States. The league 
finds that in the ordinary case an 
illiterate woman of average intelli­ 
gence only takes five or six months 
to acquire a sufficient acquaintance 
with the English language to enable 
her to read and write simple sen­ 
tences, to talk sufficiently to keep in 
touch with her growing children, and 
to pass the literacy tests required for 
citizenship.
